Coffee County Commission closes 
all ‘county buildings’ to the public 


To minimize the risk of 
exposure to the coronavirus 
for citizens and employees, 
all Coffee County buildings 
were closed to the public ef- 
fective Friday, March 27. 

County administrator Rod 
Morgan said county offices 
will continue to operate and 
staff will be present, but all 
offices will be closed to the 
public until further notice . 
Local conditions will con- 
tinue to be evaluated daily 
and county offices will re- 
open as soon as it is feasible 
to do so. 

Substantially, all trans- 
actions at county offices (in- 
cluding payments, 
recording documents, and 
viewing documents or 
maps) can be conducted 
online, over the phone, or 
by mail. Information re- 
garding county offices can 
be found online at 
www.coffeecounty.us. 

All county senior centers 
will continue to provide 
meals for pickup at the 
center and will continue 
home delivery of meals. 

Anyone needing to make 
a payment to the Revenue 
Commissioner may call the 
Revenue Office at (334) 
897-2475 (Elba) or (334) 
347-8734 (Enterprise) to 
make payment arrange- 
ments.

Amended statewide public health order in effect through April 17th

On Friday, March 27, Al- 
abama Governor Kay Ivey 
and Alabama Public Health 
Officer Dr. Scott Harris held 
a press conference to an- 
nounce the state’s amended 
statewide ‘safer at home’ 
public heath order for social 
distancing. 

This order further sus- 
pended certain public gath- 
erings and closed more 
businesses, using the legal 
term ‘non-essential’ due to 
the risk of infection by the 
novel coronavirus disease 
[COVID-19]. 

Governor Ivey an- 
nounced Friday that effec- 
tive Saturday, March 28, at 
5 p.m., all non-work related 
gatherings of 10 or more 
persons, or non-work re- 
lated gatherings of any size 
that cannot maintain a con- 
sistent six-foot distance be- 
tween person are 
prohibited. She said these 
new public health orders 
would remain in effect in 
Alabama through 5 p.m. 
Friday, April 17, 2020. 

“Employers shall take all 
reasonable steps to meet 
these standards for employ- 
ees and customers,” the 
governor noted. 

However, Governor Ivey 
then presented a very 
lengthy list of businesses, 
venues and activities that 
were being ordered closed 
to non-employees or not 
take place from 5 p.m. 
March 28th through 5 p.m. 
April 17th. These included: 

¢ Entertainment venues 
such as: night clubs, bowl- 
ing alleys, arcades, concert 
venues, theaters, audito- 
tiums, performing arts 
centers, tourist attractions 
(including museums and 
planetariums), race tracks, 
indoor children’s play areas, 
adult entertainment venues, 
casinos, bingo halls, venues 
operated by social clubs; 

¢ Athletic facilities and 
activities, such as: fitness 
centers and commercial 
gyms, spas and public or 
commercial swimming 
pools, yoga, barre and spin 
facilities, spectator sports, 
sports that involve inter- 
action with another person 


The State of Alabama showed a total of 979 cases of COVID-19 had been confirmed 
in the state as of 3:30 p.m. Tuesday, March 31st. At that time, only eight counties in 
the state had not reported a confirmed case - Coffee County remained among those eight. 
The total tested and and reported to ADPH at this time Tuesday was 7,249. There had 
been 20 deaths with 13 of those fully investigated and attributed directly to the 
COVID-19 virus.

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Marine Patrol Division reminds everyone about social distancing/water safety 


Because schools, busi- 
nesses and churches have 
closed indefinitely in re- 
sponse to the Coronavirus 
(COVID-19), more people 
are spending their free time 
on Alabama waterways. 

Activity on Alabama’s 
lakes, rivers and other 
bodies of water typically in- 
creases during spring break 
season, but ALEA’s Marine 
Patrol Division Troopers 
have seen numbers spike 
during the past few days 
with COVID-19 closures. 
These Troopers are patrol- 
ling waterways daily, and 
they want everyone to have 
an enjoyable but safe time 
by adhering to Governor 


Kay Ivey’s order as it relates 
to combating the spread of 
the virus. 

Alabama beaches were 
closed March 19, and effec- 
tive Saturday, March 28, all 
non-work related gatherings 
on 10 persons or more, or 
non-work related gatherings 
of any size that cannot main- 
tain a consistent 6-foot dis- 
tance between individuals, 
also were prohibited. 

Troopers with ALEA’s 
Marine Patrol remind 
boaters of social distancing, 
as well as water safety: 

* The designated driver 
practice works just as well 
on the water as it does on the 
road. If boaters insist on 


having alcohol on board, 
make sure there is a des- 
ignated driver. 

* Be courteous and cau- 
tious. 

* Follow boating rules. 
Know what to do in a head- 
to-head meeting and know 
the right-of-way rules and 
regulations. 

* Make sure life jackets 
are accessible, in good con- 
dition, sized for the intended 
individual and U.S. Coast 
Guard-approved. There 
must be one personal flota- 
tion device (PFD) on board 
for each person on the boat 
that is sized and intended for 
that individual. Children 
younger than the age of 8 


must wear PFDs. 

* When boating at night, 
make sure the required navi- 
gation lights are on and in 
good working order. Oper- 
ate at slower speeds and 
don’t venture into unfamil- 
iar territory. 

* Give other boaters 
plenty of room. Don’t oper- 
ate too closely to private 
docks or the shoreline, and 
give skiers and swimmers a 
wide berth. 

Never overload a vessel. 
Follow the capacity plate 
guidelines. 

* Make it a habit to check 
the vessel’s safety equip- 
ment before using the vessel 
-- every time.

Additionally, Ivey said all 
regular programs for Senior 
Citizens Centers would re- 
main ended with centers 
closed. However, she 
centers and their partners 
were encouraged to con- 
tinue to meeting the needs 
of their clients by providing 
meals via curbside pick-up 
or delivery. 

Last Friday’s amended 
health order also closed in- 
person instruction or classes 
at all schools, public and 
private, including but not 
limited to: elementary, sec- 
ondary, postsecondary, tech- 
nical, or specialty schools, 
and colleges and universi- 
ties. 

All hospitals and nursing 
homes/long term care facil- 
ities (including assisted liv- 
ing and specialty care 
assisted living facilities) are 
to prohibit visitation of all 
visitors, except in certain 
compassionate care situ- 
ations such as maternity and 
end-of-life. ; 

Also, effective March 28, 
all dental, medical, or surgi- 
cal procedures were post- 
poned by the state health 


of teaching and learning to 
begin next week and con- 
tinue until the end of this 
school year. 

“To our parents and stu- 
dents, please be patient as 
we gather information and 
make decisions for the re- 
mainder of this year,” 
Moseley said. “I assure you 
we will get information out 
as we develop plans.” 

Elba City Schools has an- 
nounced this week a plan 
for food distribution to stu- 
dents for breakfast and 
lunch for each Monday — 
Friday. Please see Page 7 of 
today’s paper for more in- 
formation on that plan. 

“While I am aware there 
are still many questions and 
concerns, I assure everyone 
that we are committed to 
addressing these questions 
and providing more guid- 
ance as information be- 
comes available,” 
Killingsworth said. 

Each superintendent en- 
couraged all to continue to

monitor website pages, 
Facebook pages, etc. for up- 
dates. They also said they 
would be utilizing the 
phone messaging systems to 
get information out as well. 

“As educators we are all 
heartbroken for the activ- 
ities that would be missed 
for the remainder of the 
year,” Moseley said. “That 
being said, depending on 
where this goes there are 
possibilities of some activ- 
ities taking place much later 
_than expected.” 

During last week’s an- 
nouncement, Dr. Mackey 
said events such as proms, 
graduations, etc. could pos- 
sibly still be held; however, 
he said that would need to 
be after the June 5" date. 

Moseley and Killing- 
sworth said, if possible, the 
schools would make every 
effort to make sure such 
events [that were upcoming 
when the schools were 
closed] take place even if 
during the summer.

order until further notices. 
There were some excep- 
tions noted regarding emer- 
gency medical procedures. 

Friday’s amended health 
order also kept in place an 
order regarding restaurants, 
bars, breweries, or similar 
establishments to not permit 
on-premises consumption 
of food or drink. Governor 
Ivey did encourage Ala- 
bama citizens to continue to 
support these businesses by 
ordering takeout or delivery 
and ordering online for 
curbside pickup of food, as 
well as, utilizing drive-thru 
services where available. 

Dr. Harris added that 
prior to the April 17th date 
for the end of the current 
health order that officials 
would make a determina- 
tion as to whether or not 
there needs to be an exten- 
sion to the current public 
health order. 

“Everyone plays a critical 
role in protecting others and 
is encouraged to spend as 
much time as possible at 
home to prevent an increase 
in new infections,” Dr. Har- 
ris said. 

The public is reminded to 
stay home if sick except to

ALEA confirms STAR ID deadline extension and 
further limits in-person driver license services 


The U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security, at the 
direction of President Don- 
ald J. Trump, is extending 
the REAL ID enforcement 
deadline to Oct. 1, 2021, in 
response to the Coronavirus 
(COVID-19). 

Alabama’s version of the 
federal REAL ID program 
is STAR ID, which stands 
for Secure, Trusted and Re- 
liable Identification. 

“We began modifying the 
Driver License Division op- 
erations Monday, March 16, 
and continued to serve cus- 
tomers on a more limited 
basis to reduce potential ex- 
posure to the virus,” ALEA 
Secretary Hal Taylor said. 
“Starting March 26, ALEA 
Driver License offices will 
close all public access, and 
staff will remain on-site to 
answer phones and assist 
with online services. As al- 
ways, we are dedicated to 
serving the citizens of this 
state, but we must make the 
health and safety of our cus- 
tomers and our personnel a 
priority. This deadline ex- 
tension should relieve some 
of the wait time at ALEA’s 
DL offices to obtain a STAR 
ID during the next several 
months.” 

During this closure, 
ALEA’s Driver License per- 
sonnel will be making con- 
tact with customers who 
scheduled appointments for 
services prior to the pan- 
demic.

Courts remain open in Alabama to ensure public’s access to justice 


While many courthouses 
throughout the state are shut- 
tering as a result of the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the 
Courts in Alabama remain 
open for business. 

“As Coffee County Bar 
President, I think it is impor- 
tant for people to know that 
even though there have been 
some changes to how things 
are operating during these 
unprecedented times, the 
court systenr is still open. 
This situation and the orders 
from the Supreme Court of 
Alabama have not altered 
filing deadlines and statutes 
of limitations,” said attomey 
James Tarbox. “People’s 
legal rights could be ad- 
versly affected if they are not 
properly advised during this 
time.” 

Leaders of the Alabama 
State Bar are working in 
close coordination with the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, 
the Administrative Office of 
Courts, and the Circuit and 
District Judges Associations. 
Access to justice and the 
court system in Alabama has 
not changed as a result of the 
closure of courthouse facil- 
ities. Although the public has 
been prohibited from com- 
ing to the courtrooms, the 
business of the judicial 
branch continues in a variety 
of innovative ways. 

Alabama Supreme Court 
Chief Justice Tom Parker 
has assembled appropriate 
staff members to implement 
systems that keep the public 
safe while also allowing 
judges continue to keep the 
legal process working for the 
people of Alabama. 

“Judges, ‘court personnel 
and lawyers continue to 
work on behalf of the public 
we serve to move cases in an 
efficient and safe manner by 
phone and videoconferenc- 
ing technology,” Parker said. 

Alabama State Bar Pres- 
ident Christy Crow, in part- 
nership with judicial leaders 
in Alabama, sent a letter to 
Governor Kay Ivey last 
week, writing in part, “The 


ability of the courts to con- 
tinue to provide justice dur- 
ing these uncertain and 
trying times is essential to 
public safety and the welfare 
of Alabama citizens and 
businesses.” 

“We are working dili- 
gently to ensure lawyers in 
Alabama can continue to 
provide necessary legal serv- 
ices to Alabamians,” added 
Crow. 

Judge Teresa T. Pulliam, 
President of the Alabama 
Circuit Judges Association, 
and Judge Carole Medley, 
President of the Alabama 
District Judges Association 
wrote in a joint statement, 
“Please know that providing 
access to justice and the pro- 
tection of the legal profes- 
sion will continue to be our

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Governor Ivey awards $9.5 million in broadband expansion grants 


Gov. Kay Ivey this week 
awarded 20 grants totaling 
more than $9.5 million to 
provide high-speed internet 
access to numerous com- 
munities throughout Ala- 
bama. 

The grants, part of the Al- 
abama Broadband Acces- 
sibility Fund, were awarded 
to nine broadband providers 
to fund multiple projects in 
their coverage areas. 

“Availability of high- 
speed internet has always 
been vital, but the events of 
the past several weeks mag- 
nify just how imperative it 
is that all Alabamians have 
access to broadband,” Gov. 
Ivey said. “I am pleased to 
support these projects and 
look forward to the day 
when every household, 
school, healthcare facility, 
emergency service and 


business throughout Ala- 
bama is afforded broadband 
availability.” 

The fund, which is being 
administered through the 
Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community 
Affairs, was created by the 
Alabama Legislature in 
2018 to provide high-speed 
internet to rural and under- 
served areas of the state. 

“As our day-to-day way 
of living has been impacted 
over the past few weeks, it 
has underscored the value 
and necessity of high-speed 
broadband services. That is 
something that Governor 
Ivey, the Legislature and 
ADECA have been working 
to address through the 
Broadband Accessibility 
Fund,” ADECA Director 
Kenneth Boswell 
said.
